1. A first encounter with Heusingsr sinoe his return frost the United States 
found him visibly weary and depressed* Be attributes his condition to tbs eases* 
eive ollmatio conditions in Washington and other parts of the country and the very 
bad flight host la the course of which three motors ooncked-out. He'll take a 
ship from now on If It Is at all possible* As for Blank, he hasn't been too well 
for sow time, and Heusingsr believes that a combination of heat and pace was most 
responsible for the exacerbation of Ma heart and circulatory condition. 

2* The general's depression may be attributed to what ha considers adverse 
trends In cu r re nt developments and conflicting attitudes on high levels. Our 
conversation never deteriorated to a question and answer session since he ess on 
an extended vacation end obviously not in the mood for such s discussion* Hoswsr, 
whil e walking, swimming and dining he gradually divulged some of his American lm» 
press i ons and his concern over International policies and negotiations. They are

3* Heusingsr said that be was quite surprised by " an apparent uncertainty 
of policy direction among the State Department people with whoa he bad spoken" • 
Quelled as to shat he meant, he replied that he was asked by them what policy 
should be followed towards a four Power seating - whether the United State* should 
agree to one or not. According to WLs understanding, "at first they seemed to be 
opposed to it and then later in favor of It" . (The undersigned does not know whether 
the conversations were In English, but if they were, it should be pointed out that 
Heuslnger doesn't understand English nearly as well as he appears to). When asked 
what he answered, he said that he was non*oonsital because the entire delegation 
had been instructed by the Chancellor prior to departure not to engage in any policy 
discussions* 


lu Heuslnger stated that he was perhaps most astonished by the truly powerful 
though intangible French influence in our government among high off ic i a ls* Con- 
sidering old historical ties, the last two wars, and the current Indo-Chinese war 
(which he claims was more vital to us than to the French), it was understandable 
to him, but he had never realized that the French had ouch a strong position in 
America. 
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5, Despite traditionally close Franco-* nsorioaa ties, Hemsinger does not 
be Here the KDC treaties will ever be ratified for the following reasons) 

t« The French do not believe that a Russian menace still exists 
in Kurope,

c* French insistence that their army be numerically superior to

Italian government, 

6. During Beusinger'e last visit to IVanee, M a r shal Join told Mb that the 
SBC would never be signed aid ratified by Trance as it now stands* According to 
the Marshal, e new protocol delineating the gradual build-up of German forces in 
a meeker ratio to the French army over a period of three to five years would be 
a prerequisite to any further consideration* Ke us lager asked Juin why they mere 
so opposed to ratification when the entire EDC concept was conceived and sponsored 
by the French themselves* Juin laughed congenially and replied that Piney would 
never have promulgated the idea if he and others had anticipated its eeneeqaeaoee 
two and one half years later - the consequences being a now German aunay stronger 
and more influential than the French arsy which, for reasons of empire, mast nec- 
essarily be weaker on the continent of Europe* 

7* As far as Germany and legalisation of EDC is concerned, Beusinger heard 
that- the Supreme Court at Karlsruhe scold decide against the g ov e r nment* Seven 
points are involved and all seven would be declared unconstitutional. This de- 
cision and the points mentioned above doom the EDC to ignominious (entehrende) 
death* 


8* Beusinger believes the CIX7 will easily win the election but the. TIP mill 
probably lose votes* Be envisages a coalition g o ver n ment with little change ex- 
cept for the replacement of the FOP by the Bfffi. 

9* In connection with the German elections, Heuainger brought up the subject 
of ZIPPEH't legalisation* Re related his discussions on the subject with As ahem 
and ftmroe (thought Monroe must be one of Aseham's top advisors on Germany) re- 
iterating that the greatest danger to ZIPPER'S legalisation mas UTILITT's persis- 
tence in the field of Special Connections (3^)* He said that he had been warning 
OTTLITT for the last three years and that upon his return to Bonn he Intended to 
advice him once more of the inherent dangers of such activity and the wisdom of 
dissolving his myriad contacts whioh generate so much suspicion in government 
olroles* Heuainger said that all of the time he mas with ZIPPER he bad never seen 
anything that might be called a report emanate from Special Connections nor bad he 
seen one since he had severed connections with the German organisation. (Braeutigam 
told the undersigned in Bonn that he had found It very difficult to evaluate polit- 
ical in formation when he mas ZTFPER's li£>/P because be never once had received a 
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report of arty kind .Oram Special Connections and that «*uy a UO report, sent 
directly to Marker, me never seen by 1$). Therefore, he could only conclude 
that Special Connections served no other purpose than intrigue.
